SENATOR GORDON AND THE POSTOFFICE

Washington, June 1.—(Special.)—Presi- 
dent Cleveland indicated to one of his call- 
ers just before leaving yesterday. for Hog 
island that October dst would probably be 
the date of the assembling of the fifty-third 
congress in special session. Heretofore, as 
has been well known, the president had 
rather leaned to the suggestion that the 
middle of September would -be the right 
time at which to begin the business. which 
has been laid out for the democratic party 
to perform during the coming winter. 

So far as can be ascertained no member 
of the administration is engaged in the 
work of preparing a tariff bill for: submis- 
gion to congress. There has been much talk 
of a bill being in existence, but those demo- 
eratiec leaders who ought to know are em- 
phatie in their denial of any knowledge of 
its existence. One of the few remaining 
n--mbers of congress here said today: ““We 
think the gentlemen who have led in the 
fight for tariff reform for so many years 
and have become so familiar with the sub- 
ject as to have earned a place on the ways 
and means committee of the house and ou 
the finance committee of the senate will 
be perfectly capable of constructing a tariff 
bill for which thie democratic party wil 
yote without the assistance of outsiders.” 

Colonel W. C. P. Breckinridge, who is 
looked upon as one of the revenue reform 
leaders of the house, feels very kindly to 
wards the bill presented by the Reform 
Club. “It is a most hopeful sign of the 
times,” said he yesterday, “when siudents 
and scholars take suflicient interest in the 
reform of the tariff to dig through its in 
tricacies and evolve a most ingenious and 
detailed solution of a question such as 
this. It may not be perfect, but it is at least 
an effort in that direction. I am doing some- 
thing in the same line,” 

The Postoffice Fight, 

Senator Gordon came from Richmond 
this morning and intends to remain until 
Sunday. He is here at the instigation of 
Major Couper’s friends to urge that gentle- 
man for the Atlanta postoftice. Not much 
ean be done this week, as both Mr. Bissell 
and Mr. Cleyeland are out of the city avd 
will mot return before Saturday night. 
First Assistant Frank H. Jones, acting 
postinaster general, is filing all endorse- 
ments and papers in the case. Senator Gor- 
don will take a turn with him tomorrow: 

Colonel Livingston called on him today 
and urged Dr. Fox for the postoflice. “}*rom 
what 1 gather,” he said, “nothing will be 
done for a while in the case. The sena- 
tors are divided in their endorsements; and 
from what I gathered from Mr. Jones 
the matter will be left to the business men 
of Atlanta. Still the president may take the 
bull by the horns and settle it as he has 
many disputed cases.”

Visit Hollywood Cemetery and Give 
‘ Instructions 


ABOUT THE CARE OF THEIR DEAD. 


A Visit to the Soldiers’ Home—The Ladies 
Preservirg the Flowers Which 
Were Upon the Casket. 


Nichmond, Va., June 1.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
Jefferson Davis and Miss Winnie,-Mr. and 
Mrs. Hayes and the small party who ac- 
companied Mrs. Davis from New York to 
attend the reinterment of her husband's 
remains in Hollywood on yesterday, will 
return to that city tomorrow night. They 
will, however, prior to their departure, 
Witness the reinterment of the bodies of 
three sons and a grandson of the* ex-presi- 
dent of the confederacy. This burial. will 
be strictly private and without any cere- 
mony whatever. 

The body of little Joe Davis, who was 
buried in Hollywood during the war, will 
be disinterred and together with the bodies 
brought from Memphis and Washingtém be 
Placed in the same section with and near 
the grave of their distinguished ancestor. 

The grave of Mr. Davis was bricked up 
and turfed over this evening and the en- 
tire section cleared of all trash and debris. 

The Davis family, accompanied by Mayor 
Ellyson, went to Hollywood this morning 
and visited the sections in which the ex- 
president and little Joe are buried.. They 
eat around the grave of little Joe for a few 
minutes and then proceeded to the section 
which holds the ashes of the famous con- 
federate. 

A considerable crowd: was assembled 
about the place and none of the party got 
out of the carriages. 

At the Soldiers’ Home. 


After leaving the cemetery the family 
proceeded to the soldiers’ home and thence 
to the Lee and Hointger monuments. On 
thelr why to the hotel they stopped at the 
Westmoreland Club, where they inspected 
the portrait painted by Mr. William Garl 
Brown. Mrs. Davis declared it was one of 
the finest likenesses of her husband which 
she has ever seen. 

An Oid Acquaintance. 

Among the number of persons who called 
on Mrs. Davis today was Dr. J. G. Lump- 
kin. After looking at him for some time 
she recognized the doctor ag an old friend, 
and said: 

“I remember you very well. You used 
to live diagonally opposite us on Clay 
street, and when the battles around Rich- 
mond were going on and we-ould see the 
smoke of the guns in the neighborhood of 
Mechanicsville, Mr. Davig used to go over 
and talk with you and ask you about the 
localities of the firing. J] also remember 
that you had been living at Mechanicsville 
and that just as the enemy captured that 
ceuntry you came into Richmond with all 
of your household.” 

Every design and floral offering that was 
placed upon the grave of President Davis 
will be preserved. The trustees of the Val- 
entine museum on Monday called on Major 
Brandon, chairman of the executive coi- 
mittee of Lee camp, and offered to take 
charge of them, subject to the order of the 
ladies of the Confederate Literary and Me 
niorial Society, who will occupy the Davis 
mansion, Major @randou accepted the 
offer.

SUSPENDED FRUM THE MINISTRY.

Washington, June 1.—Having decided by

During the session of the committee a 
motion was made by Dr. Stewart to adopt 
u resvlution admouishing Dr. riggs tor 
his delivery of the inaugural, and request- 
ing him to refrain from further spread of 
his teachings against which the chureh 
has spoken. lt was suggested, however, by 
another member that possibly the admoni- 
tion would be of no avail and it was de- 
vided that a subcommittee should wait 
upon Dr. Briggs and ascertain what posi- 
tion he would take.in that case. As they 
had expected from his speeches they found 
that Dr. Briggs was not disposed to take 
back anything which he had said. 

Upon making this report to the full com- 
mittee it Was decided that the only oth- 
er thing to do was to suspend him from 
the further practice of the offices of a 
Presbyterian minister, and this was agreed 
to by a unanimons yote. 

Dr. Briggs is suspended indefinitely and 
can only be reinstated on his recantation 
of the matter in his Speeches and writings 
to which objection tas been made. It is 
unlikely that he will ever do that. 

Briggs Was Not Present. 

Professor Briggs was not in his seat when 
the closing scene took piace, and all the 
commissioners who have given him their 
support and counsel had gone, with the ex- 
ception of Professor Francis Brown, who 
waited to hear the verdict, and then left 
the church.. Dr. Birch and Dr. Lamb, the 
members of the committee on prosecution, 
were also absent. Colonel McCook was 
the only member of the  commit- 
tee on prosecution in his seat. The gallery 
pews, which had been occupied by Mrs. 
Briggs and her friends, were conspicuously

WILL PE LYNCHED IF CAUGHT. 


A Negro Kills Hia Wife, Father and the 
Sheriff. 

Laurel, Del., June 1.—John Dennis, here- 
tofore a hard working negro, drove into 
Salisbury yesterday with a load of straw 
berries. After selling them he got drunk. 
On reaching home his father remonstrated 
with him. Jchn picked up his gun and 
said he would leave the house for- good. 
His wife ran after him, begging him tc 
return. He levelled hig gun at her and 
fired. She fell mortally wounded. 

The murderer’s mother apbraided him, 
whereupon he tried to kill her, but she es- 
caped. The father, who was seventy-eight 
years old, tried to interfere. His son placed 
the muzzle of the weapon to the old man’s 
breast and fired. The father fell dead. 

The murderer had two hour's start when 
intelligence of the tragedy was brought to 
town. Deputy Sheriff Hearn, with a posse, 
started in pursuit. Dennis was overtaken 
in the woods today. He agreed to surren- 
der, but as he approached the posse he 
lifted his gun and fired, killing the sheriff 
instantly. The posse were so startled that 
they allowed the murderer to escape. He 
is still at large. Scores of men are after 
him. He will be lynched if captured. 
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HAS ESCAPED AGAIN, 


The Notorious Brooks Story Gets Away from 
the Mississippi Officers. 


Jackson, Miss., June 1.—4Special.)—News 
came early this morning over the wires that 
Brooks Story, the notorious outlaw and es- 
caped conyict, who had been captured at 
Americus, Ga., had escaped from the custody 
of Sergeant D. VP. Montgomery, who was 
bringing him back, near Vance Station, Ala., 
by Jumping from the cars. 

Nothing has been heard from Mr. Mont- 
gomery as to the particulars of the escape, 
which has been ascertained to be a fact. 

The authorities here are much chagrined 
and Story, who has twice escaped, is serving 
ten years for robbing the express company 
at Durant and is a brother of the notorious 
criminal, Eugene Story, who murdered Klein- 
felder in Holmes county and escaped from 
the Lexington jail while under sentence of 
death, and who killed Marshal Stout when he 
was recaptured. He was brought back and 
hung, “Governor Stone ordering out the mil- 
itary 4bletict prevent his escape or rescue by his 
friends. 

Governor Stone has offered $250 more re 
ward for Story. 


HANGING TOO GOOD FOR HIM. 


A Negio Brute Under Arrest for a Terrible 
Crime— Has He Been Lynched. 

Spartanburg, S. C., June 1.—(Special.)—Yes- 
terday a negro boy living on the premises of 
Mr. W. A. Brandenburg, some ten miles 
above Woodruff, in this county, attempted 
to commit a dreadful assault upon the little 
girl of Mr. Brandenburg. 


The girl is about two months more than 
three years old and the boy about sixteen 
years old. The child was playing in the

The boy Is now under arrest and the case 
v#% undergo legal investigation. The cir- 
cumstances of the case, according to the 
statement of the little girl, are revolting. 
There was considerable talk of lynching and 
as the boy has not yet been brought here It 
is thought that such was the case. Nothing 
definite has been heard yet tonight. 
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KILLED HIS MISTRESS 


And Then Put a Bullet Into His 


Head. 

Columbus, Ind., June 1.—Ralph Drake, a 
brother of Councilman Drake, of this city, 
shot and killed Mrs. Ward today. A few 
years ago Drake met Mrs. Ward and she 
deserted her husband and home for him. The 
two claimed to be husband and wife and that 
they were married a few days ago. The 
cause of the quarrel is not known, as the 
couple were alone when the tragedy occurred, 
After shooting the woman Drake put a buflleg 
into his own head and will die. 


Charged with Murder.

was arrested tonight on a charge of murdering

TWO REPORTS ABOUT THE CASH. 


It May Be That the Marietta and North 
Georgia Is Bottled Up—General 
Railway News and Gossip. 


The plans of Newman Erb to form a new 
trunk line from Florida’ to the Ohio rivet, 
through Atlanta, are said to be upset. 

Such a line would divide the trattic with 
the East Tennessee and the Louisville and 
Nashville and its connections. The proposed 
line would be more of a competitor with 
the East Tennessee than the other road. 

Mr. Erb’g scheme was to consolidate tlie 
Atlanta and Herida, the Marietta and 
North Georgia and the Knoxville and Cum- 
berland Gap. These roads, with some g:))5 
built in, would form a respectable through 
line, which, in time, would become a lively 
competitor of the East Tennessee. ‘The 
sale of the Atlanta and Tlorida was con- 
sidered to be favorable to the Erb plan. 
The move to get a coreceiver for the Mari- 
etta and North Georgia was to put Mr. FE. 
Summerfield in charge. Then it was proposed 
to acquire, by purchase, the Knoxville and 
Cumberland Gap. 

However, the East Tennessee was awake 
and when the Knoxville road was sold, it 
was bought, report says, with money [il 
nished by Drexel, Morgan & Co., the capi- 
talists, who have undertaken to reorganize 
the East Tennessee and the Richmond and 
Danville for the Terminal. At first it was 
given out that the Central Trust Company, 
of New York, supplied the money for the 
purchase of the Knoxville road, as it did 
for the purchase of the Atlanta and Flor 
ida a few weeks ago. If it be true that the 
East Tennessee has secured contro! of the 
Knoxville and Cumberland Gap, the Mari- 
etta and North Georgia is bottled up at 
Knoxville and the scheme to consolidate 
thé three properties is certainly impaired. 

A railway manager, who is not concerned 
in the plan one way or the other, says that 
it is a fact that Drexel, Morgan & Co. put 
up the money for the purchase of the IXnox- 
ville road. The truth ought to be easily as- 
certained. Should the report that the East 
Tennessee has the Knoxville line be true, 
it will be bad news for some parties.

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Coinage and Commodity Values. 

It is a pity that the Courier-Journal, 
instead of making a foolish and futile 
attempt to destroy the force of its own 
unanswerable arguments in. favor of 
bimetallism—in behaif of the free coinage 
of silver—does not contine’ itself to the 
main business which it proposes to have 
An view, namely, the repeal of the Sher- 
man law. We presume that never be- 
fore in the history of American journal- 
ism has a great newspaper—or a small 
one for that matter—without a change 
of ownership or of editors, turned upon 
itself and adopted for its own, in an is- 
sue of vital importance, the very argu- 
ments which it-had taken pains to show 
were spurious, shallow, false in concen- 
tion, false in expression, and born out 
of the very bowels of a greed opposed to 
every substantial interest of the people. 

If the conditions had changed, if pub- 
lic opinion had changed, if the demo- 
cratic party had changed, there yauld 
be a peg to hung an excuse upon; the 
Courier-Journal’s position would have 
reason behind it. But the spectacle which 
our contemporary makes of itself could 
not be more distressing if it were to 
come out tomorrow and advocate the 
retention on our statute books of. the 
McKinley law. For the tariff issue, 
fairly weighed and measured, is not 
more vital than the finuncial issue, as 
the events of the next twelve months 
are likely to prove. 

It would be creditable to the Courier- 
Journal if even at this juncture it would 
take into its confidence the people who | 
have subscribed to its daily and weekly 
editions under the impression that it 


Was representing and would continue to + 


vepresent their interests, and endeavor 
to explain ta them the true inwardness 
of the remarkable step it has taken— 
not by sticking under their noses the 
stench of the false arguments it has 
demolished a hundred times, but by go- 
ing into the details of the process by 
which a great newspaper has been in- 
duced to desert the cause of the people 
which it has heen advocating with con- 
spicuous ability, and becOme the ardent 
advocate of the interests of the money 
sharks and goldolaters of the _ east. 
Such an explanation would make-an 
instructive supplement to Editor Wat- 
terson's entertaining lecture on “Money 
and Morals.” - 

The trouble with the Courier-Journal 
is that its great flunk and flounder on 
the silver question has led it into a maze 
of foolish contradictions from which. it 
cannot possibly escape. These contra- 
dictions belong to the Shylock side of 
the discussion and are a part of the 
stock-in-trade of those who are vainly 
trying to convince the people that a 
dollar which is constantly increasing in 
value is an “honest” dollar, and that a 
money basis which is constantly becom- 
ing scarcer and growing dearer is an 
‘honest’ money basis. As a matter of 
fact the very interests and elements 
which depend on these contradictions 
for arguments, are daily furnishing un- 
answerable and crushing replies to them 
—the money power that demanded the 
continuation of the Harrison policy 
which discards silver coin as money of 
final payment, the speculative inter- 
ests that are withdrawing currency 
from circulation, the conspiring banks 
that are endeavoring to persuade the 
government to pay u premium on gold 
by issuing interest-bearing bonds to buy 
it. 

But since The Courier-Journal has 
practically attached its fortunes to those 
of the eastern Shylocks and goldbugs no 
‘fallacy seems too absurd for it—no ar- 
gument seems to be too cheap. As a 
specimen, we take the follawing from 
an editorial article, in which our floun- 
dering contemporary undertakes to 
make dark what to ordinary minds is 
clear as the noonday sun: 

We repeat, congress and parlNament ean 
no more fix the value of gold and silver than 
they can fix the value of steel or coal or 
cotton. 

Gold and silver fluctuate less than steel, go 
the government selects them for use as 
“money;" that is, as @ meagure of value and 
medium of exchange. A gold dollar does not 
represent 4 dollar; it is actually and intrin- 
sicaily 100 cents. 

Congress does not fix its value, for it is 
worth as much in London ag it is worth in 
New York. Congress might, by establishing 
free coinage and making the silver dollar 
a legal tender, enable us to pay our debts in 
Silver, but the coin in the dollar, that is, the 
alleged silver dollar, would be worth simply 
a market value in London. This shows that 

e fiat of congress never has and never 
Can control the markets. 

We must rid our minds of this “flat” 
Bion, or else we should 
conclusion. If congress

This fixes the 
limit below which gold cannot fall in 
England—the minimum value, The Cou- 
rier-Journal’s man of straw must stand 
asige- Let it face the facts, which are 
these: The law itself adds nothing to 
the value of gold or silver, but the uses -

do add value. The stamp is the met- 
al’s commission to enter into empluy- 
ment as legal tender money, and this 
use and employment of the metal: as 
legal. tender money increases the de- 
mand for it and lifts the bullion within 
marketable range of the mints ‘up to 
the value of the coined money. Any 
school boy ought to be able to under- 
stand this proeess, which is in accord 
with common sense and fact. To com- 
pare the money function with a commo- 
dity is to bring forth a lame illustra- 
tion, but we venture this—that if the 
government were to legislate that cot- 
ton should not enter into the manufac- 
ture of fabrics the price of the staple 
would fall. On the other hand, if the 
law were repealed, the price would rise 
again. Here the law could not be said 
to take away from or to add to the 
value of the staple; but by depriving it 
of its chief use the law would destroy 
demand, and so reduce the value, or, 
by restoring the staple to its chief use 
it would restore the demand and so re- 
store the value 

So with silver. Repeal the act, of de- 
mouetization, restore the metal to its 
use a8 money—the use to which it has 
been dedicated throughout the ages— 
and its money value will be restored. 
If the restoration were to take place 
today the conspirators might hoard 
their gold or export it, and no business ; 
interest in the country would be’ the 
worse off for it. We would not be on 
the ragged edge of a pdnic—on the 
verge of a contraction in values that 
will test the credit of every business 
man and interest in the country, and 
that threatens to bring bankruptcy to 
the transportation lines, and to every 
large enterprise that the energy of our 
people has built up. With the double 
standard—the mints open to both met- 
als without discrimination against 
either—the exportation of our gold.sup- 
ply would create no concern, and there 
would be no dearth of money, no con- 


traction of values.

Facts About Immigration. 

It has been so often said that immi- 
grants stick to the parallels of latitude 
upon which they were born that the 
saying has become a maxim and is gen- 
erally believed. : 

The Europeans who have landed at 
Boston and New York have’ sought 
homes in the west, but The St. Louis 
Republic contends that many great mi- 
grations of the human race have sought 
new lines of latitude. The first settlers 
in Virginia, the Carolinas and Georgia 
departed very widely from their native 
parallel. The first Spanish colonists 
went’ from the temperate zone to the 
tropics. The numerous Germans in 
Texas are satisfied with a climate very 
different from their home climate. 

There is nothing in the old maxim, 
Says our«contemporary. Look at the 
large colonies of southerners in the 
north, and of northerners in the south. 
On the other side of the Mississippi peo- 
ple from the northwest have gone in 
large numbers to Arkansas and Texas, 


and many southwestern people have 
gone to Oregon and Montana. The Re- 


publie says: 

Man in his migrations follows not the par- 
allels of latitude, but the lines of the least 
resistance, and constantly seeks the regions 
‘where subsistence is easiest. The Asiatie 
migrations which overran Europe before and 
since the era of history have paid very little 
attention to parallels of latitude, but have 
shifted from south to north and from forth 
to south in pure restlessness or the eager 
search for comfort and an easy livelihogd. 

The Northmen who conquered and settled 
England and the Freneh coast had migrated 
from Asia to the Baltic centuries before tfey 
again turned southward to possess the more 
genial climate and fruitful soil of the Gaul 
and the Celt. Prom England and from Nor- 
mandy they invaded Italy and the Holy 
Land, and have since spread all over the 
globe. The new Bnglish empire in Australia 
and New Zealand is about as many degrees 
of latitude’ away from England as it is 
possible to get until Jules Verne’s fiction of 
mibration to the moon is translated into 
facts, 

This is a sensible review of the whole 
business. Our ‘immigrants will settle 
where they believe that the  induce- 
ments are the most tempting. If they 
have not made a rush southward it is 
because we do not advertise our advan- 
tages, and make no effort to correct the 
misrepresentations which have been 
made by unfriendly writers in the past. 


State Banks of Issue. 

We print another letter from Dr. TI. 
Hi. Hand, of Baker county, on the ques- 
tion of state banks of issue. Our corre- 
spondent should bear in mind that the 


j repeal of the 10 per cent tax is one 


thing and the establishing of state banks 
of issue another and a different thing. 
‘The question of repeal is a national mat- 
ter. It involves the restoration to the 
people of the states of a right uncon- 
stitutionally taken from them during 
the war—the right to issue, not money, 
but notes of credit—promissory notes. 

The prohibitory tax, being unconsti- 
tutional, should be repealed. When that 
repeal has taken place the establishing 
of state banks of issue becomes a ques- 
tion for each state to decide for itself. 
In the states where these notes ean be 
made available, or where they are nec- 
essary, they can be made to perform a 
useful service in utilizing the credit of 
those who by reason of our present 
financial system are practically et off 
from the money supply furnished by 
the general government and the banks. 
The whole matter would be left to the 
States themselves. 

Dr. Hand agrees with us that state 
banks of issue would be “a partial 
measure of relief from the oppressive 
evils of the national banking system.” 
This is all that The Constitution has 
ever claimed for this system. We have 
never supposed for a moment that. it 
would cure or prove to be a remedy for 
the swarm of financial evils brought 
upon us by republican financial legisla- 
tion. We have neyer advocated it as a 
substitute for the free coinage of sil- 
ver, but as a supplementary measure. 
Nevertheless, it is true that state banks 
of issue would afford a measure of re- 
lief that can be obtained in no other 
way. There is no other ‘method whereby 
the property and credit of communi- 
ties remote from the money ceriters ean 
be so readily utilized. The notes would 
not be in the nature of money, and their 
currency among the people would de- 
pend altogether on their soundness. 

As for the national banks, it is not to 
be denied that they have been ‘using 
their vast powers most viciously during 
the past few months, but if it were pas- 
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stitute all the reforms that the people 
call for. One thing at a time. Great 
reforms move slowly, and the people, 
hampered by the fears of the politicians, 
are only able to carry out their views 
by piecemeal. Repeal the 10 per cent 
tax and establish state banks where 
they are needed, and the national banks 
are shorn of their power to control and 
contract the currency. 

In regard to subtreasuries, The Con- 
stitution has urged that they be estab- 
lished in every state, so that the people 
in all sections can enjoy the benefits 
which are now conferred by the sub- 
treasury system o e people within 
reach of Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia, San Francis apd other cities 
where subtreasurigs have been estab- 
lished, 

The rate of interest depends on the 
money supply.. Where money is scarce 
it is dear—that is to say, the rate of in- 
terest is high. Where it is plentiful it 
is cheap—the rate of interest is cheap. 
Usury laws have no more effect on the 
rate of interest than the flashes of a

Some of the railway lines from south- 
ern points to Chicago are_ displaying 
great enterprise in the matter of fast 
schedules, 

Instead of ftducing rates they are re- 
ducing the time occupied in transit. 
This is not what the people want. There 
is a general deinand for one fare to Chi- 
cago and return during the world’s fair. 
Such a rate is fixed by railroads on 
many occasions between points more or 
less distant, and they would find it pop- 
ulat and profitable on a larger scale. 
People are so accustomed to the one- 
fare-round-trip rate when there is a 
drawing attraction that they expect it 
during the world’s fair, and thousands 
will remain at home if this reasonable 
concession is not granted. 

The saving of a few minutes or hours 
does not count with the visitors to the 
fair. What they want is a reduction in 
the rates, which are now altogether too 
high. They will be satisfied with a rea- 
sonably fast schedule if they can make 
the round trip for one fare. 

Our railway managers should give 
this matter their attention at once. If 
they will announce the one-fare-round- 
trip rate the greatly increased travel on 
their lines will yield them a handsome 
profit. But if they stick to their pres- 
ent high rates their exceptionally fast 
schedules will appeal to the people in 
rain. A reduction in the expense of 
the trip, and not the time occupied in 
making it, is what the people want, and 
they are going to wait for it, even at 
the risk of missing the big show en- 
tirely,

The establishment of state banks 
would grant to state corpgrations the syecial 
privilege to do on a small stale what the na- 
tional corporations are doing on a large scale, 
It looks very much like Kkindjing tiv usards of 
small fires to check the headway of a great 
conflagration. 

State banks would enlarge the means of ex- 
change and wonld assume the character of 
flexibility and would remain with is, Sut we 
should soon be subjected to an exchange tax, 
The rate of interest would not be towered to 
any consjderable extent, hevause bLarkers 
would engage in the business sole|y for the 
profits. "hereas it is the duty of the gov- 
erament to supply this medium of exchange 
without reference to protits or ‘peculation. 


The means of exchange, the currency of a 
country, should never be subjected to the 
control of a eorporation. Yur statesmen 


doubtless have the ability to devise a psan by 
which the medium of exchange cou} be dis- 
tributed in accordance with the cemands of 
commerce, and demands would malit‘im ‘hat 
distribution, provided it was freed from cor- 
porate control. 

Th@ Constitution admits that the ‘national 
banking laws have outlawed our property.” 
This alone should be a sufficient cause for the 
repeal of those laws. The establishment of 
state banks could not deliver us from the 
curse of outlawry. Again it is stated that 
“he cannot perceive auy other way by which 
the eredit and resources of the agricultural 
regions can be utilized.’’ Would not the 
establishment of subtreasuries and postal sav- 
ings banks, by the government, iu such locali- 
ties as the business would demand, with the 
view to facilitate exchange and to make ad- 
vanees on products or lands, with proper re- 
strictions and limitations, at a very low rate 
of interest. say from 2 to per cent, become 
a more efficient means of a solid prosperity 
and hasten the development of the resources 
of the country than the system of state banks 
absorbing from 7 to 12 1-2 per cent interest 
from the products of labor? ree as 

We do not object to combinations of money 
for the development of the resources of a 
country. But corporate control of the cur- 
rency of a country, the medium of exchange 
always has been, and ever will be an infringe- 
ment of individual rights, and detrimental to 
general prosperity. 

They always obtain a larger share of the 
profits of the products of labor than the 
producer, 

The people and their representatives have 
slept over our rights until we have been rude- 
ly awakened by the howling of the wolf at the 
door. We have left the matter entirely in 
the hands of our representatives, belieying in 
their patriotism and promises of relief, but we 
find the injunction to ‘watch as well as pray”’ 
an absolute necessity in these decenerate 
days.

TI have nosinterest in any raflroad and 
simply write this in justice to trem, and krow- 
ing the tremendous benefit they are to us, I 
think we should all be hopeful, for the outlook 
is very bright and now is the time to buy the 
heat of al) secwrities —*Atianta dirt.’’

Who Have Bought Out Saloons Without 
Having Their Licenses Changed. 


JUMBO HUNTER SAYS THEY ARE GUILTY 


Of Selling Whisky Without License—A 
Nice Little Point of Law Which 
Judge Calhoun Is Oonsidering. 


Three Decatur street saloonists have fur- 
nished Judge Andy Calhoun with a legal 
problem which he had to sleep over before 
deciding. 

The irrepressible and ubiquitous Jumbo 
Hunter made two of the cases, and the 
other, which is slightly different in point of 
fact, if not technically so, was made by 
Police Sergeaut Slaughter, acting under 
the instructions of Captain Manly. 

The cases made by Jumbo Hunter were 
those against J. W. & E. T. Hamrick, 
and South & Phillips, both of which firms 
are retailers of whisky on Decatur street. 

The charge entered against the two firms 
is that‘of selling “spirituous and malt li- 
quors without license, on May 30th, and 
divers other days.” 

‘The facts, as developed at yesterdays 
trial do not show an attempt on the part 
of either of these two firms to evade the 
law, but show where they have technically 
violated it. Mr. J. Jordan, the at- 
torney, ppeared for both firms before Re- 
corder. Calhoun yesterday afternoon. He 
stated that no license had’ been issued di- 
rectly to either of the firms, but the licens- 
es under which they have been doing busi- 
ness, were issued to other parties at the 
same places, and the parties to whom the 
licenses had been issued had sold out their 
businesses to the firms which. have fallen 
under Jumbo’s displeasure. The cases 1n- 
\olved a very pretty legal point, and after 
delibereting over. it for some time, Judge 
Calboun announced that he would think over 
the matter and announce his decision at 


today’s ceurt. The point involved 1s 
whether or not a liquor license ean be 
transferred without the consent of the 


eouncil. Jumbo claims that recent legis- 
ation settles that point. Wek 

The ease against Saloonist J. Cr. Spray- 
berry was somewhat different. The charge 
was/the same, but the facts, as stated by 
Attorney Tye,.are these: Vaughn 
has been conducting a saloon on the corner 
of Decatur and Loyd streets long enough 
to get the business heavily hung in debt. 
He executed a mortgage In favor of Potts 
& Potts some time = ago, when it was 
found that the accumulated indebtedness 
was as large as the value of_the stock of 
goods. It was agreed by the Messrs. f otts 
that the buiness should be transferred to 
J. G. Sprayberry on the 1st of le 
Sprayberry took charge of the store ay 
1°th. but says that he only took charge as 
an experiment. If the business did not 
pan out by_July 1st, he was going to re- 


urn it to Vaughn. 
This case took the direction of the other 
two, and Judge Calhoun announced that 


he would render a decision today. 


ARREST FOLLOWS MISFORTUNE. 


W. D. Odom, Whose Store Was Rurned Last 
Week, Arrested on Suspicion. 

W. D. Odom, formerly @ very prosper 

ous merchant on the corner of Eads and 


Ira streets, was last night arrested by De- 


tectives Green and Crim, and a case of 
suspicion entered On the state docket 
against him. 

What facts led to the arrest of Odom on 
the very vague charge that has been docket- 
ed against him, the detectives will not say. 
About noon yesterday a gentleman called 
at Chief Wright's office and made the com- 
plaint which resulted in Qdom’s arrest 
later in the day. 

OQdom's store was destroyed by fire a 
week ago, and he suffered a total loss of 
his stock of groceries. The fire, which 
started in Qdom’s store proved exceedingly 
disastrous, leveling to the ground the Ira 
street church, which stood across the 
street from the store, and three dwellings.

It makes but little difference what the causes 
are, there is a general disposition to realize 
on anything that will bring money, and 
wheat seems to be the most ready thing to 
convert, and until this liquidation ceases 
there can be no hope fur better prices. The 
sules today for June delivery at 66 1-2 we 
believe are the lowest that have ever. beep 
made on the Chicago market for No. 2 wheat. 
The price, hoavever, will cut no figure until 
parties long of July wheat and unable 
to pay for it have nearly liquidafed. Corn 
and oats were very strong and receivers had 
no trouble to dispose of ail their sample lots 
at about yesterday's figures. The speculative 
price for futures wos depressed a little in 
sympathy with the declinc_in wheat. Packers 
were able to sel! a few ribs at about yester- 
day's offering price, otherwise the advance in 
speculative futures for September had no 
effect on the legitimate provision trade.« Re- 
ceipts of hogs are lighter, probably due to the 
prevailing rains throughout the west the last 
few days and the break in prices of hogs at 
the yards.

Replies to an Article of Hoa. N.J. Hammond 
in The Coratitution. 

Editor Constitution—Hon. N. J. Hammond, 
in an article “Does Our State Constitution 
Make Religion a Despicable Affair?” which 
appeared in your issue of the 14th Instant, 
has criticised an article of mine which ap- 
peared in The Wesleyan Christian Advocate 
under date of November 28, 1892. 

In the first place he says that this attack 
can have no weight with the public because 
of the author; for his name is withheld and 
his indentity is not disclosed. But this, too, 
was published in The Wesleyan Christian 
Advocate ‘without comment or dissent. So 
sent forth it also challenges serious atten- 
tion. As it appeared, this article of mine 
was signed simply with my initials; but, if 
I remember aright, the manuscript was 
signed with my full name when it went to 
the printer. I have always made it a rule 
to write no anomynous communications in 
the public prints, but to send forth my writ- 
ings over my own signature, in order that 
there may be a responsible author. 

1 own the authorship of this article, not 
that my name will give any weight to the 
matter of the article, but for the purpose 
of assuming full responsibility for the same, 
and to make reply to Colonel Hammond's 
attack thereon. 

It is unnecessary for me to quote as much 
of my article as Colonel Hammond did. I 
wrote, “We can’t ask the state to aid, for 
religious institutions are under the ban of 
the state constitution. We can only look 
to voluntary endowment. Religion is such a 
despicable affair that none of its institutions 
can be assisted by the state, not in the least.”’ 

After quoting the above and more, he says: 
“Con it be that our present state constitu- 
tion puts religious institutions under its ban, 
and makes religion despicable?” Afterwards 
he says: “According to Webster ban means 
interdiction, prohibition, curst, excommuni- 
cation, anathema.” 

He concludes his article thus: ‘In 80 dis- 
passionate a criticism to harshly characterize 
the article pnder review would be unseemly, 
but its author can blame none but himself 
if the facts of history demonstrate that he 
has slandered the commonwealth of Georgia, 
which General Toombs was wont to call ‘the 
grand old mother of us all.’ ”’ 

The most unseemly thing a dispassionate 
critic, not in the heat of passion, but when 
he is calmly cogitating and felicitating him- 
self upon his dispassionateness, is to misrep- 
resent the humble author whom he is cally 
castigating. it makes little difference whether 
the misrepresentation is intentional or unin- 
tentional. My purpose in writing that ar- 
ticle was to try and induce the Georgia cun- 
ferences of the Methodist church, south, to 
make an assessment for the endowment of 
Emory college, an institution of learning 
which belongs to that denomination in Geor- 
gia and Florida. I set forth the need of its 
endowment as well as I could, and urged 
yoluntary endowment as the only possible 
means of accomplishing this end. 

The language 1 used must be construed in 
connection with the subject matter of my 
article. ‘“‘We can't ask the state to aid,’”’ I 
wrote, “for religious institutions are under 
the ban of the state constitution. We can 
only look to voluntary endowment. Religion 
is such a despicable affair that none of its 
institutions can be assisted by the state, not 
in the least.’” How under the ban of the 
state constitution? No fair construction can 
twist my language into meaning that reli- 
gious iustituuens are under the bau of the 
state constitution in the sense that this 7n- 
strument altogether interdicts, prohibits, 
curses, excommunicates and anathematizes 
these institutions. But religious institutions 
of ijearning and all others are under the ban 
of that instrument, so far as state aid and 
encouragement are concerned. In the sense 
that the constitution interdicts and prohibits 
the appropriation of any money from the 
public treasury in aid of any religious in- 
stitutions, they are under the ban of that 
instrument. That this is true, DO Man, sane 
or insane, will deny. 

It may be well to review this subject of 
‘Religious Liberty’? in Georgia in its consti- 
tutional aspects, and to examine the part 
which the Hon. N. J. Hammond has taken 
in shaping the growth of this part of con- 
stitutional law. The charter of Georgia, 
granted by George Il in 1782, contained this 
provision: ‘“‘That forever hereafter there shall 
be a liberty of conscience allowed in the wor- 
ship of God to all persons inhabiting or 
which shall inhabit or be resident within our 
said province, and that all such persons, 
except papists, shall have a free exercise of 
religion, so they be contented with the quiet 
aud pouceful enjoyment of the same, not giv- 
ing offense or scandal to the government.’ 
So far as Georgia is concerned, there is the 
origin of its ‘‘Keligious Freedom.” 

i have not the constitutions of 1776 and 
178¥ before me, and cannot give their pro- 
visions on this subject. 

The constitution of 1798 contained this 
provision: “‘No person within this state 
shall, upon any pretence, be deprived of the 
inestimable priviiege of Worshipping God in 
a’ miabver agreeabie to his own conscience, 
nor be compelled to attend any place of 
worship, coutrary to his own faith and judg- 
ment, nor shail he ever be obliged to pay 
tities, taxes or any Other rates, for the buila- 
jug or repairing any place of worship, or 
tor the muintenance of any minister or min- 
istry coutrary to What L® Deileves f0 be 
right, or hath voluntarily engaged to do. No 
One religious society suall ever be estab- 
lished in this state in prefereuce to another, 
nor shall any person be denied the enjoyment 
of any civil right merely ou account of his 
wahaious principie.”’ 

duis article embraced every provision that 
a just constitutional ehactment on the sub- 
ject of religious liverty should contain, 1, It 
secured to the citizen the inestimable privi- 
lege of worshipping God according to the 
dictates of his own’ conscience. 2. It pro- 
hibited taxation for the support of religion 


contrary to the belief of the tax payer. 
3. it lorbude an established chureh. ‘No 
one religious society shall ever be estab- 


lished in this state in preference to another,”’ 

Neither religivu bor refggous iretyutions 
were put under the ban of this instrument. 

The constitution of 1861 provided thut, ‘‘No 
religious test shall be required for tne tenure 
of any office; and no religion shall be estab 
lished by law, and no citizen shall be de- 
prived of any right or privilege by reason of 
his religious belief.’’ This is admirabiy put. 
In the constitution of 1868 this is the pro- 
vision: “Perfect freedom of religious senti- 
ment shall be and the same is hereby se- 
cured, and no inhabitant of this state shal! 
ever be molested in person or property, or 
prohibited from holding any public office, or 
trust, on account of ais religious opinions 
but the liberty of conscience hereby secured 
shall not be so construed as to excuse acts 
of licentiousness_ or justify practices incon- 
sistent with the peace or safety of the 
people.” 

Lp to the adoption of this constitution 
neither religion nor religious institutions of 
any kind were under any constitutional ban. 

The policy of the state up to this date had 
been to encourage religion and religious in- 
stitutions. This policy prohibited an estab- 
lished church, any religious test or qualifica- 
tion for the holding of any public office or 
trust, titles or taxes for the erection and 
maintenance of places of worship and the 
support of ministers, the establishment of 
any one religious society in preference to un- 
other, and secured freedom of conscience 
and worship, in order that religion and reli- 
gious institutions might be fostered. 

The act of February 25, 1784, which cre- 
ated the counties of Franklin and Washing- 
t&i, and which was the first step taken to- 
ward the establishment of the State univer- 
sity, contained as a preamble to the section 
giving 20,000 acres of land in these two 
counties as an endowment to this institution, 
this language: ‘‘And whereas, The encour- 
agement of religion and learning is an object 
of great importance to any community and 
must tend to the prosperity, happiness and 
advantage of the same, etc.’’ In the act of 
January 27, 1785, in which the university is 
mentioned es nomine for the first time, this 
language is employed: “It should, therefore, 
be among the first objects of those who wish 
well to the national prosperity to encourage 
and support the principles of religion.’ 

It remained for the framers of the consti- 
tution of 1868 to strike the first blow at re- 
ligious institutions. This instrument prohib- 
ited the grant of any donation or atuity

4 NOVEL FEATURE FOR THE CAMP. 


Georgia’s Army Can Handle Dispatches at 
a Speed of Highteen Miles an Hour 
By Means of Relays. 


When Georgia's volunteer army goes into 
camp this summer at Griffin it will probably 
have something new. in the form of a bDi- 
cycle brigade, 

Military men keep up with the times and 
whatever comes along that promises to be 
serviceable they experiment with. In the 
Franco-German war balloons were found to 
he useful. Carrier pigeons have served well 
at times. A general in days of old introduced 
elephants, but they got rattled and the 
experimeut was disastrous, Nowadays when 
an army advances it carries its telegraph 
lines along and is enabled to keep up com- 
munication with the country behiud. . But 
for a’grteat deal of dispatch work nothing 
answers the purpose so well as the aide 
mounted on a speedy horse. 

But horses are expensive, They eat and 
a bicycle does not. They present more tar- 
get area than a wheel. In every volunteer 
eoummand now there are wheelmen and it 
is easy to organize a. squad of cyclers for 
dispateh or other work. 

Yesterday a proposition was made to 
Ljeutenant Satterlee in regard to making an 
experiment at the camp with wheelmen 
this year. The heutenant said that he would 
be glad to have the feature for a day or 
two and test it. Mr. Law, of the Gate City 
(guard, said that he thought that two fours 
sould be raised from the Guard. It was 
suggested that they carry a dispatch from 
the camp to the governor, at the capitol, by 
Mr. Law stated that the distance 
‘ould be covered at the rate of eighteen 
miles an hour, with four or five men sta- 
tiened ten miles apart. It is about forty- 

miles from the statehouse to Camp 
Northen, and the wheelmen say that they

Tae- 
tics. have been prepared for drilling wheel- 
men, They can carry guns and = ammu- 
nition and can be thrown forward quickly, 
but they eannot fight without dismounting, 
that is they cannot ficht to do any. good.

THE OUTCOME ON MONDAY MORNING 


Of the Plea of Former Jeopardy Is Awaited 
With Interest—The Jury Was 
Drawn Y esterday. 


The action of Judge Richard Clark in 
discharging Juror Crawley and declaring a 
mistrial in the Stocks case was the topic of 
conversation ali over the city yesterday. 

And especially among the lawyevs did this 
discussion wax the warmest. 

By some the action of Judge Clark was 
criticised very severely, but others upheld 
him and pleaded that it was nothing but 
common humanity that the juror should 
have been allowed to go. 

The point at issue seems to be as to 
whether or not Porter Stocks has been in 
jeopardy. At first the attorneys for the de- 
fense laid great stress upon the fact that 
they had not consented to have the juror 
told of the death of his mother, but later 
they decided that whether or not the con- 
sent of the defeuse was obtained by Judge 
Ciark, Stocks had been placed in jeopardy. 

The counsel for the state, on the other 
hand, put great stress upon the fact that 
the counse) fur the defense bad consented, 
according to Judge Clark, who declared 
that it should be so recorded that the jurogs 
should be informed of the death ot his 
mother. The evident earnestness of both 
sides in the matter—as widely as they dif- 
ter—bas set that part of the public, which 
has never received an education in Black- 
stone, to thinking very seriously; but the 
more thought that is expended upon the 
legal taugle the worse the matter becomes 
in the mind of the inexperienced, until they 
are overwhelmed with the great diversity 
of opinions and merely decide that somebody 
is mistaken, and sadly so, 

Despite the fact that they are apparently 
upheld by the stenographer’s report, the 
attorneys for Stocks say that they are will- 
ing to acknowledge that the defense agreed 
that the juror should be informed of the 
death of bis mother. This fact, they claim, 
is irrelevant to the point at issue, 

“The juror,” said Mr, Reuben Arnold 
again yesterday,’ wag discharged for no 
valid or proper cause. The law does not 
provide that a juror shatl be discharged 
except under certain exisuing circumstances, 
These circumstances did not exist singly or 
in entirety in Juror Crawley’s case. We 
think that the proper thing would have been 
for the judge to have sent a bailiff along 
with Crawley.” Mee 

A number of attorneys expressed opinions 
about the Stocks case as it now stands, but 
ull of them persistently refuse to be quoted.

up. It is very likely that Judge Clark will 
set down upov the plea, as he has set the 
murder case for trial, which is equivalent 
to saying that he does a believe that 
Stocks has been in Jeopardy. 
ort radon Clark does refuse to grant the 
fea of former jeopardy, his decision wit 
be appealed and this branch of the case 
will be taken up to the supreme court. lu 
the meantime the murder branch will lie jdle 
unt the supreme court makes some dispo- 
sition of the plea of the defense.

A young woman wearing a coquettish little 
yachting cap and a close fitting dress of ligut 
yellow material waltzed up before Recorder 
Calhoun with a smile on her face yesterday 
afternoon and said she was ready to tell 
sabout the scene she created with a knife and 
pistol and some very frightful threats. 

The young woman, who was not over 
eighteen, seemed to enjoy the little sensa- 
tion she created by her careless appearwuce 
and beamed alternately upon the spectators 
aud Judge Calhoun.

She announced that she was in search of 
her truant lover and she’ beHeved he wus 
with another woman in that house. Sie 
swore most emphatically that if she found 
her lover with another woman she would 
murder both of them on the spot. She suc- 
ceeded in attracting a big crowd by her loud 
cries and thredts and every one feared that 
she would shoot some one. She was finally 
ge to leave before any damage was 
done.

AT THEIR RECENT MEMORIAL BAZAAR. 


The Proceeds to Be Divided. Between the 
Davis Museum anda Monument to 
the Soldiers and Sailors. 


Nearly every one will be interested in 
the work of the recent memorial bazaar, 
which was held in the city of Richmond, 
Va. 

This enterprise was conceived by the pa- 
triotic ladies of Richmond, who thought it 
an excellent idea to hold the bazaar as a 
means of raising money and to call upon 
the other states and cities of the south, 
since they formed a_ part of the confeder- 
acy, to contribute their share to this end.

The way in which she responded, as did 
the other states, was to send to Richmond 
valuable relics of the old south, pieces of 
crockery, silver and other articles of value, 
which commanded a ready sale by reason 
of their historic associations. Help = in 
other ways was also made to the enterprise 
and the ladies met with every encourage- 
ment in their patriotic work. 

The bazaar was liberally patronized by 

the people of Richmond who turned out 
every day and spent freely of their income 
and earnings at the several tents, which 
made up the bazaar. The rivalry between 
the ladies in charge of these tents amount- 
ed to very intense, though, of course, friend- 
ly and good natured, opposition. 
“When the bazaar was over, and the finan- 
ciers of the enterprise sat down to figure 
out the profits, it was found that the la- 
dies had cleared as much as $28,418.65. 

This was a very great surprise even to 
them, and served to emphasize the zeal 
and determination with whieh they had 
entered upon the discharge of their duties. 
They made up their minds to carry it 
through and they succeeded, 

It was a grand work, and the praise of the 
noble women is not only not confines to 
the commonwealth in which the grim old 
hero sleeps, but is allied with the friends 
of the enterprise and of Mr. Davis all over 
the south. 

The will be equally 
divided between the Davis miu- 
seum fund and the monument 
to the soldiers and sailors of the confeder- 
acy. This will insure a neat sum to each 
of these enterprises and the work of the 
ladies will be gratefully remembered. _ 

It will be gratifying to know that in the 
raising of this sum of money Georgia came 
second, 

Georgia’s place is usually first in_ all 
laudable and patriotie enterprises, but since 
the friendly contest was waged op Virginia 
soil, it was only natural that the victory 
should go to the Old Dominion. Of ‘the 
sum of money which was raised from the 
bazaar, Georgia contributed about $2,400.
